MYSTERY SHROUDS CASE 


Rev. Jj. T. Terry and Dr. 
Tom Hughes, of Russell- 
ville, Ala., Had Started in 
Auto on Hunting Trip. 


DYING PREACHER’S NODS 
FURNISH THE, ONLY CLUE 


Rev. Mr. Terry Indicates by 
Nodding Head That He 
Shot Hughes and That 
Hughes Shot Him — Both 
Men Very Prominent. 


Russellville, Ala., October 3.—The 
bodies of Dr. Tom Hughes, prominent 
physician and surgeon, and Rev. J. T. 
Terry, pastor of the Methodist church, 
both of this city, were found this aft- 
ernoon, about six miles south of here, 
shot to pieces. When discovered, Dr. 
Hughes was dead, having been shot 
in the face with a full load from a 
shotgun. He was also shot in other 
parts of the body. His entire right 
hand was shot off as if he had thrown 
up his hand to ward off the shot from 
the face. a 

Mr. Terry was still alive when par- 
ties -who had hurried to the scene 
reached him. He was anable to make 
a statement, but managed to shake 
his head in answer to a few ques- 
tions. He had been shot through the 
lungs twice with a .38 caliber auto- 
matic pistol. 

Answers by Nods. 

When asked if he and Dr. Hughes 
had quarreled, he shook his head nega- 
tively. Asked if he shot Dr. Hughes, 
he answered yes, by nodding his head, 
and 
swered yes again. Doctors say that 
it will be impossible for him to re- 
cover enough to make a statement or 
throw any light on the tragedy. 

The men had.left Russellville only 
half an hour earlier for Rockwood sev- 
en miles south of here, where they fre- 
quently went together on hunting trips 
and for which purpose they had gone 
this afternoon.

GERMAN U-BOATS 
BEING SCOTCHED 
BY ALLIED NAVIES 


Only 11 British of More 
Than 1,600 Tons Sunk Last 


Week—Two Vessels Un- 
der 1,600 Tons Destroyed. 


London, October 3.—Eleven British 
merchantmen of more than 1,600 tons 
each and two vessels under 1,600 tons 
were sunk by mines or submarines last 
week, according to the British ad- 
miralty statement made public this 
evening. 

The shipping summary follows: 

Arrivals 2,680; sailings 2,742. 

British merchant vessels sunk by 
mine or submarine over 1,600 tons, in- 
cluding two previously, 11; under 1,600 
tons, 2. 

Fishing vessels sunk, none. 

British merchant vessels unsuccess- 
attacked, including seven  pre- 
viously, 16.

At that 
time the Germans alleged that an aver- 
age of 900,000 tons has been sunk 
monthly for seven months. 

The actual totals of tonnage .sunk 
compiled here shaw that not even dur- 
ing the most successful month for the 
U-boats—April—have the figures reach- 
ed any such proportion, while the Au- 
gust losses dropped to almost half the 
April figure.

Count Czernin Says Austria- 
Hungary Is Prepared to 
Quit Fighting as Soon as 
the Entente Allies Signify 
Willingness. 


ANNEXATIONS BARRED 
AND ALSO INDEMNITIES 


Foreign Minister Says the 
World Must Accept Doc- 
trine of Disarmament and 
Arbitration Order to 
Escape Ruin—Believes 
Viéw of Central Powers 
Will Prevail. 


in 


Amsterdam, October 3.—Budapest 
dispatches received here say that at 
a dinner given by the Hungarian pre- 
mier, Dr. Alexander Wekerle, in honor 
of Count Czernin, the Austro-Hunga- 
rian- minister of foreign affairs, the 
latter, in reply to an invitation to 
make a statement concerning his peace 
policy, said: 

“To Talleyrand has been ascribed the 
saying that words are given to con- 
ceal thoughts. It may be that this 
saying was true,for the diplomacy of 
his century, but for the present time 
I hardly can conceive a phrase less 
accurate. : ; 

“The millions who are fighting in 
the trenches or behind the lines wish 
to know why and for what they are 
fighting. They have a right to learn 
why peace, which the entire world de- 
sires, has not yet come. When I was 
appointed to my post I utilized the 
first opportunity openly to declare that 
we did not want to oppress any one, 
but that on the other hand we would 
not suffer any oppression and that 
we were prepared to enter upon peace 
negotiations as soon as our enemies 
accepted the standpoint of peace by 
agreement.” 

Plain Statement of War Aims. 

Count Czernin said a plain state- 
ment of war aims was indispensable. 
He explained the conversion of the 
central powers to the doctrine of dis- 
armament by declaring that arma- 
r.ents were necessary until the world 
was cénvincéd that Austria-Hungary 
was not a dying state, subject to dis- 
memberment. 

In ¢onclusion Count Czernin threat- 
ehed that finless peace without annex- 
ations or indemnities were immediately 
accepted it would be necessary for 
Austria-Hungary to revise its program 
and seek compensation for further 


costs of the war. 


Arguing that competition in arma- 
ments after the war would mean eco- 
nomic ruin for all states and declaring 
had not been 
prepared for war and had only made 
up during the conflict for her former 
neglected military equipment, Count 
Czernin continued: 


‘This war taught us that we must 
reckon on a great increase in former 
armaments. With unrestricted arma- 
ments the military estimates of the 
great powers would amount to bil- 
lions. That is impossible. It would 
mean complete ruin. To return to the 
armament status of 1914 would be a 
great reduction, but there would be no 
meaning in not going farther and ac- 
tually disarming. Hence complete dis- 
armament is the only issue from the 
difficulty. 

Giant Fleets and Armies to Go. 


“Gigantic fleets will have no fur- 
the nations of the 
world guarantee the freedom of the 
seas, and land armies will be reduced 
to the level required for the main- 
tenance of internal order. Every state 
will have to give up something of its 
independence for the purpose of insur- 
ing the world peace. 

“Probably the present generation will 
not live to see the completion of this 
great pacific movement. It can only 
be realized slowly, but I consider it our 
duty to place ourselves at the head of 
the movement.” 

Strongly emphasizing 
for naval disarmament 
seas, Count Czernin said: 

“I purposely say the high seas, for I 
do not extend the idea to narrow seas, 
and I freely admit that for sea com- 
munications special rules and regula- 
tions must obtain. With these factors 
made clear, every ground (for terri- 
torial guaranteés disappears. This is 
the basic idea of the beautiful and 
sublime note which the pope addressed 
to the whole world. If this basis is 
accepted by our enemies, we can re- 
nounce the enlargement of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, always provided 
that the enemy completely evacuated 
our. territory.” 

Count Czernin then came to the final 
principles which he said it was neces- 
sary to observe to insure the free and 
pacifie development of the world, 
economic freedom. He said 
economic war must absolutely be elim- 
inated from every future arrangement, 

“Before we conclude peace,” said 
Count Czernin, “We must have the 
positive certainty that our present op- 
ponents have relinquished the idea of 
economic war. These, gentlemen, are 
the basic principles of the new world 
order as they present themselves to 
my mind and they are 4ll founded on 
disarmament. 

“Even Germany in her answer to the 
pope’s note most emphatically pro- 
fesses adherence to all-round disarma- 
ment, and our present opponents also 
have made these principles, at least in 
part, their own. 

Question of Indemnities, 

“The question indemnities which 
the entente are always advancing as- 
sumes remarkable completion when one 
considers the devastation their armies 
have wrought in Galicia, Bukowina, the 
Tyrol, the Isonzo, East Prussia, in 
Turkish territories and the German 
colonies. Does the entente intend to 
compensate us for all this, or is it so 
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our psychology that it hopes for a one- 
sided indemnification? 

“This war will not be decided with 
high flown phrases. First we heard 
that Germany was to be annihilated 
and Austria-Hungary dismembered, 
Then the tone became more reasonable, 
It was to be sufficient to reform our 
internal conditions. Our enemies ap- 
pear now to be in the third phase. They 
demand neither life nor our right to 
decide our destinies as a state; but 
they demand more or less large frontier 
rectifications. . 

“Further phases: will follow, al- 
though a -majority of the population 
of all the enemy oountries already 


ON AMERICAN TRAIL 
OF VON BERNSTORFF. 


Evidence That the German 
Ambassador Furnished 
Money in United States to 
Alleged Spy, Bolo Pasha. 


$1,683,500 DEPOSITED 
TO BOLO PASHA’S CREDIT 


At Least $1,600,000 Was 
Gotten to Paris, Where It 
Was Used in Furthering 
German Propaganda for 
Peace. ; 


New York, October 3.—Proof that 
German money was furnished in this 
country by Count von Bernstorff to 
Bolo Pasha, under arrest in Paris as @ 
spy, will be forwarded tomorrow to the 
French government, it was announced 
here tonight by Merton E. Lewis, state 


attorney general. 

The attorney general, who investi- 
gated Bolo Pasha’s activities here at 
the request of Ambassador Jusserand, 
said that it was a preliminary report 
submitted by him to the ambassador at 
Washington last week which resulted 
in the arrest of Bolo;Pasha in Paris. 

“The conclusions will be substantiat- 
ed by a.mass of. documentary évi- 
dence,” the attorney general's statement 
said, “including photographic reproduc- 
tions of the checks, bank records and 
other proofs of the disposition of the 
German money furnished Bolo Pasha 
in this country by ex-Ambassador 
Bernstorff.” 

Bolo Pasha, who was in the United 
States between February 22 and March 
17, 1916, came here, according to Mr. 
Lewis, to arrange for the transfer of 
German money to Paris through New 
York banking institutions to further 
peace propaganda in France. He suc- 
ceeded in getting at least $1,600,000 
over to the French capital through J. 
P. Morgan. & Co. and other banking 
institutions, the attorney general’s in- 
vestigation disciosed. Part of this 
money, it was revealed, went to Sen- 
ator Charles Humbert, owner of Lg? 
Journal, a Paris newspaper, which, 
however, according to cable dispatches, 
he refunded after becoming suspicious 
of Bolo. 

Hew Proef Was Secured. 

“Several weeks ago,” Mr. Lewis’ 
statement said, “the French ambassa- 
dor Sought the assistance.of Governor 
Whitman in an effort to obtain infor- 
mation as to the activities of Bolo 
Pasha in this country. The governor 
rejuested Attorney General Lewis to 
render such assistance as might be 
possible and the attorney general im- 
mediately began an investigation. He 
directed Mr. Perley Morse, of New 
York city, certified public accountant, - 
to make an examination of the ac- 
counts of Bolo Pasha in the banks of 
G. Amsinck & Co., the Royal Bank of 
Canada, New York branch, and J. P. 
Morgan & Co. Mr. Morse made such an 
examination and early last week sub- 
mitted his preliminary report to the 
attorney general. After he had inspect- 
ed the report Attorney General Lewis, 
realizing that the information should 
first he submitted to the state depart- 
ment, requested Robert C. Morris, of 
this city, who has been assisting the 
attorney general in the matter, to take 
the report to Washington and permit 
the secretary af state to examine it 
first, and later on, if agreeable to the 
state department, Ambassador Jus- 
serand.« Mr. Morris submitted ‘the re- 
port to*the ambassador with the con- 
sent of Secretary Lansing. The am- 
bassador declared that the report pro- 
vided him with valuable information 
which would be of much aid to his 
government. He said that he wished 
Attorney General Lewis to sift the af- 
fair to the ‘bottom, no matter whom it 
might affect. 

“The ambassador cabled the sub- 
stance of the report to his government 
and Bolo Pasha/s arrest followed. 

“While the investigation has been 
in progress the fact that the attorney 
general was conducting it has been 
kept secret. Now that it is practically 
completed, it is permitted to make the 
details public with the consent of the 
French ambassador.” 

$1,638,500 to Credit of Alleged Spy. 

Examination of the accounts of Bolo 
Pasha in the bank of G. Amsinck & Co., 
the Royal Bank of Canada (New York 
branch) and J, P. Morgan & Co. reveal- 
ed, Mr. Lewis stated, that $1,683,500 had 
been deposited to the credit of the 
alleged spy.

000, and from the National Park bank

definitely take their stand on the basis 
of peace by agreement, which we were 
the first to propose six months ago 
and the fundamental principles of 
which I have just stated 

“We do not seek strength in big 
words, but in our glorious armies, the 
firmness of our alliances, the stead- 
fastness of our people and the wisdom 
of our war aims. We do not demand 
a Utopia. We can neither be bent nor 
destroyed. Conscious of our power, 
and clear as to what we must attain, 
we go our way.” 

Saying that he had been blamed both 
at home and in unfriendly countries 
for plain speaking with regard to the 
Austro-Hungarian peace terms, Copnt 
Czernin proceeded: 

“Tl with@raw nothing, being convinced 
that an overwhelming majority of the 
people approve my etandpoint. 

“In broad outline our program for 
the re-establishment of order in the 
world has been laid down in our reply 
to the pope’s note. It may appear in- 
conceivable to many people that the 
central powers desire to renounce mili- 
tary armaments. But the war hase pro- 
duced new facts, conditions and con- 
ceptions which have shaken the foun- 
dation of European politics. 

Austria-Hungary Not Moribund. 

“Especially has the idea crumbled 
which held that Austria-Hungary was 
a moribund state. It was the dogma 
of impending dissolution of the mon- 
archy which made our position in Eu- 
rope difficult. By proving ourselves 
in this war thoroughly sound, and at 
least equal to the others, we destroyed 
the hopes that we could be overthrown 
by force of arms. 

“Now that this proof has been given 
we are in a position simultaneously 
with our allies to lay aside arms and 
regulate future conflicts by arbitra- 
tion. 82° 

“This new competition which has 
forced its way into the world war af- 
fords us the opportunity not only of 


Laccepting the idea of disarmament and 


arbitration, but also of working with 
our whole energy towards its realiza- 
tion. Europe after the war must be 
placed on a basis of right offering a 
guarantee of permanence. This basis 
must offer security against any future 
wear of revenge. We must bequeath 
to our children’s children as a legacy 
that they will be spared such a terri- 
ble war as this, and that is only pos- 
sible through disarmament and arbi- 
tration. 

“It is superfluous to say that dis- 
armament must never be directed 
against any particular state or group 
of powers, and that it must comprise 
land, sea and the air in the same de- 
gree. | ' 

“On an international basis and un- 
der international control, universal 
equal and gradual disarmament in all 
states of the world must occur, and 
the defensive force limited to what is 
absolutely necessary.”

FIGHTING THE WEEVIL. 


Farmers of Gecrgia and other states of the 
south are coming more and more to the con- 
clusion that the best way to fight the boll 
weevil is to starve him. | 

This is indicated by the reports—recur- 
rent with gratifying frequency—of importa- 
tions of live stock, principally beef cattle, 
with which to stock the farms formerly given 


The latest report of this character comes 
from C. J. Goodell, representing the bureau 


of animal industry of the United States de- 


ee 
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head of Texas beef cattle have been pur 
chased by farmers and stockmen of the 


_ south. 


It is proposed furthermore to sell between 
500 and 1,000 breeding animals from Texas 
at the Southeastern fair this month, which 
stock will be used to build up additional 
herds in Georgia—assuming that most, if not 
all, of them will be bought by farmers of this 
state, who have become enthusiastic “con- 


verts” to the doctrine of diversification. 


A Brooks county farmer recently bought 
forty head of Texas cattle, announcing that 


he intends joining hands with the progressive 


agriculturists who are going into cattle rais- 
ing in south Georgia, where the weevil has 
made cotton culture an industry of extreme 
hazard. 

The weevil will no longer disturb the 

peace of mind of this man, he says, “because 
they do not eat peanuts and velvet beans and 
sweet potatoes” and similar feed and forage 
crops. 
There are sundry soil crops that thrive 
luxuriantly in Georgia—crops which the boll 
weevil despises, but which cattle, hogs, sheep 
and horses thrive upon, and which, fed to 
live stock and marketed ‘on the hoof,” pro- 
duce more handsome returns per acre than 
cotton ever did. 

And herein lies the best solution of the 
weevil problem: Eliminate the weevil by 
planting crops which he refuses to eat and 
market them in the form of live stock and 
poultry—which, in point of profits, one sea- 
son with another, beat cotton all hollow.

‘AID FOR WAR CRIPPLES. 


In behalf of Belgian soldiers who have 
been maimed in the war, the Belgian central 
committee of the “Sou du Mutile,” founded 
at The Hague, and formally recognized by 
the Belgian government, has, through its 
American representative, in the Belgian 
bureau in New York, issued an appeal to 
every citizen of the United States who can 
to contribute to a fund that is being raised 
by which to finance crippled Belgian soldiers 
in establishing themselves in smail commer- 
cial enterprises that will enable them to 
earn their living and support their families 
as they did before the war. 

There are various organizations collect- 
ing funds for the relief of war victims, and 
they are doing a splendid and much-needed 
work for humanity. With the close of the 
war their activities will for the most part 
end; but not so with those of the “Sou du 
Mutile.” Its task is quite different from that 
of the ordinary run of relief organizations, 
and its work will not be completed until long 
after the termination of the war, or until as 
nearly as possible every mutilated Belgian 
soldier shall have been established in a busi- 
ness of some sort that will insure him a 
livelihood for himself and his 


means of 
family. 
To make its work effective the organiza- 
tion is in need of large sums of money. The 
more fortunate of the Belgian people have 
contributed generously in keeping with their 
means. The king and queen have given 500 
francs “as a mark of sympathy for your glo- 
rious proteges;”’ but it will be impossible for 


» Belgium or the other war-shattered countries 


of Europe to carry the burden, and for that 
reason the people of the United States are 
appealed to for help. 

After the war one of its most appalling 
consequences will be found in its harvest of 
cripples—men maimed and mutilated in such 
a way as to render them incapable of re- 
newing ante-bellum civilian connections and 
following the pursuits whieh sustained them 
before they were called to defend their 
country. 

Restoring the broken heroes, in heart as 
well as in self-sustaining citizenship, is one 
of the noblest forms of beneficence; and the 
call for cash donations for this purpose is 
one that merits and should elicit the most 
general and generous response.

CHAPTER'3: D, EANDF. 


Discipline; Examinations: Equipment; Funds; Flags. 


BY LIEUTENANT COLONEL H. 8S. WAGNER. 


DISCIPLINE: Discipline is the foundation 
e6tone upon which the whole military edifice 
rests. Without it, there could be no army. 
With it, team work ‘is assured and results 
are obtained. The difference between a mob 
and a company is, that one is a collection 
of irresponsible individuals, and the other a 
well-knit organization acting in harmony and 
under the will of a leader. 

Discipline may be described as a habit of 
instantaneous and instinctive obedience to 
orders under any and all circumstances, @ 
habit by which a soldier obeys his superiors 
as the muscles of his own body respond to 
the thoughts of his own mind. As a race 
we Americans are not disciplined. We want 
to know the whys and wherefores of practi- 
cally all orders, but a soldier must learn to 
set aside his civilian habits and fall into 
that instinctive obedience which will make 
him a valuable asset to the company of which 
he becomes a part. 

Discipline is obtained by drill, by which a 
soldier becomes accustomed to performing 
certain movements at the word of command, 
until he obeys almost mechanically the or- 
ders given by the drill master; it is shown in 
his military courtesy and in his attention to 
all of the many other details which go to 
make up his daily life. It should be re- 
quired, and every breach and every derelic- 
tion of discipline punished, the severity of 
the punishment depending on the nature of 
the offense. 

As a football! team cannot hope to suc- 
ceed without discipline, no military organiza- 
tion can hope to be worthy of the name 
unless every member of it is a disciplined 
soldier. 

EXAMINATIONS: ‘Mxaminations aré com- 
mon in the army, from those which many 
company commanders hold before appoint- 
ing non-commissioned officers, to those for 
commissions as second lieutenants, to which 
all soldiers are eligible, under regulations 
which are issued from time to time by the 
war department. 

Many commissioned officers of the army 
have come from the ranks, and Napoleon's 
statement, “Every soldier of France carries 
a Marshal's baton in his knapsack,” ie equally 
true of every soldier in the United States 
army with reference to the shoulder straps 
of a second lieutenant. 

Men who are qualified mentally, morally 
and physically, are encouraged to take these 
examinations when vacancies occur, and 
every opportunity is afforded a good goldier 
to enter this competition. 

Physical examinations are held upon the 
entry of a man into the service, and at such 
other times as may be necessary. It may 
well be said that every soldier is a selected 
man, because only the fit are accepted for 
military service. 

ENLISTMENT: The period for which a 
soldier undertakes to serve the government 
is known as an enlistment and, in the case 
of regular soldiers, comprises a term of seven 
years, three of which are spent with the 
colors and four on furlough in the reserve. 

In time of war all reservists are called to 
the colors, 

In the case of selectmen, this enlistment 
is for the period of the war, its length de- 
pending, of course, solely upon the duration 
of hostilities. 


EQUIPMENT: Under the term equipment 


| 
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is included every article needed in the mili- 
tary service for the comfort and the effi- 
ciency of the organization. The equipment 
is divided into three heads, known as equip- 
ment “A,” equipment “B” and equipment “C,” 
“A” being the allowance required for a pe- 
riod of at least ten days, “B” for at least 
twenty days and "C” for at least*thirty days. 

These classes, however, do,not include the 
rifle and ammunition, the mess equipment, 
nor the intrenching tools, all of which the 
soldier carries on his person, and which are 
classed as ordnance. 

It must be strongly emphasized that a 
soldier is held responsible for the care of all 
government property, and particularly for 
that which is personally issued to him. 

FUNDS: Bach compapy establishes, as 
soon as practicable, a company fund, which 
is disbursed by the captain for the benefit 
of the enlisted men of the organization. No 
officer may derive any benefit from a com- 
pany fund. This money accrues from savings 
on the ration and from dividends obtained 
from .the post exchange. 

It is provided by regulation that the 
money accruing from savings on rations may 
be spent only on the company mess, for the 
purchase of articles of food not included in 
the ration, while that obtained from the 
dividends of the post exchange may be spent 
for articles of amusement, such as bjliiard 
tables, baseball outfits, ete, or for addi- 
tional food. 

This fund account is audited monthly by 
officers of the company and quarterly by the 
regimental commander, or an officer desig- 
nated by him. . . 

FLAGS: The flag of the United States is 
of bunting and is known as the garrison flag, 
post flag and storm flag, depending upon its 
size, the garrison flag being the largest. 
This flag is used only in posts designated in 
orders from time to time Dy the war depart- 
ment, and is flown only on holidays and on 
important occasions. The post flag is the 
one which is used in pleasant weather in all 
garrisoned posts, the storm flag being used 
in stormy or windy weather. These are all 
flown from flagstaffs. 

Colors are of silk and are known as the 
regimental color, and the national color, the 
latter being the familiar “Stars and Stripes,” 
which have been carried with honor on many 
a field. 

For infantry the regimental color is blue, 
and has embroidered upon it the official coat 
of arms of the United States of suitable size. 
Below the coat of arms is embroidered a 
scroll in red silk, bearing the inscription 
" U. 8. Infantry,” in white silk. 
Each regiment, therefore, carries a national 
color and the regimental color, the former 
never being “dipped” by way of honor to 
any person. In addition to these, the com- 
pany buglers carry signa) flags, used in sig- 
nel communication.

particularly § soldiers, 


“ghould be punctilious in their observance of 


the honors due the national color by ren- 
dering the prescribed salute when the color 
passes. This salute is rendered by the hand 
only, except when the soldier is armed with 


a rifle or saber, in which case he salutes Dy 
pena arms or saber.

INEXPERIENCED GIRLS 
WARNED NOT TO COME 
TO ATLANTA FOR WORK 


Atlanta is not the place for inexperienced 
girls who are compelled to earn their own 


livelihooda, notwithstanding recent. state- 
ments from local manufacturers and employ- 
ers, according to Mrs. Sarah D. Atwood, su- 
perintendent of the Buford Memorial Home 
for Girls, on Spring street. 

Mrs. Atwood stated Wednesday that there 
was plenty of work in the city for untrained 


| girls, but that such employment did not pay 


a living wage and that it was impcssible for 
girls accepting these positions to live in 
Suitable surroundings in view of the high 
cost of living now existing. 

‘“‘Doubtless there is at present a demand 
for girls at five dollars a week,” said Mrs. 
Atwood, ‘‘but a greater demand for those 
who will work for three and four dollars 
weekly. In certain manufwéturing branches 
deduction is made for caps and aprons, and 
we have girls who have brought home at 
the end of the week than three dollars, 

“These girls in time may make, as the 
manufacturers claim, $8 or $10 a week—but 
where are they to live, and how are they 
to live, during the months, or perhaps years, 
before they attain this salary? In the past 
week a woman applied to us, stating that 
she had been working a year in an Atlanta 
manufactory, and was now making $5 a 
week, 8 

“BRive dollars a week is not a living wage, 
and the statement recently made in local 
papers at the urgent request of the county 
commissioners and by the board of Churches 
Home for Girls, was made from the point of 
view of those who are trying to handle the 
problem of the homeless girls already in the 
city, and to urge upon the girl elsewhere the 
necessity of securing work paying a living 
wage befdre coming to the city. 

“In other words, we of the Churches Home 
for Girls issue a warning of the impossibility 
of a girl ate - on the wage given. We 
realize that it Is neither sensible nor prac- 
tical for the Churches Home for Girls not 
to try to prevent their comtmg to Atlanta, 
as long as wage conditions remain as they 
are at present, knowing that the deficit be- 
tween the wage paid and the amount neces- 
sary for these girls to live decently must in 
some way be handled by those interested in 
their weffare.

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HEALTH TALKS

MILLER’S ASTHMA. 

The lodgment of flour dust in the finer 
bronchial tubes and air cells of the lungs, 
in persons employed in flour mills, produces 
what is known as “miller’s asthma.” Work- 
ers 80, exposed are very susceptible to pneu- 
monia, chronic bronchitis, tuberculosis and 
empheéesema (dilatation or ballooning of the 
air cells of the lungs). 

A type of chronic indigestion occurs fre- 
quently in millers, attributable perhaps to 
the constant swallowing of small amounts of 
flour dust, the raw starch being difficult -to 
digest even when taken at regular meals. 

Explosions of dust in mills were earefully 
investigated in Buffalo where 78 men were 
Killed and 119 injured by dust explosions in 
thirteen mills. Laboratory studies by Dr 
H, H. Brown have shown that grain dusts, 
especially from oats and yellow corn, are 
more inflammable than coal dust and develop 
higher pressure on explosion. Sources of 
ignition in such dust explosions are open 
lights, naked flames, electrie sparks from 
motors, fuses, SWitches or lighting systems, 
and sometimes static electric sparks pra- 
duced by the friction of belts or pulleys o% 
the introduction of foreign material in the 
S7ipding machines. The Buffalo committee 
aid stress upon the importance of finding 
some means of Keeping all foreign materia! 
out of the grain. One suggestion is that the 
srain Bhould be passed through a magnetic 
separator which will draw out particles of 
jron. 

Men employed in grain elevators aré ex- 
posed to a dust which is very irritating 
especially the sharp particles of husk from 
wheat or rye; oats dust is more voluminous 
but less irritating than wheat or rye dust. 
Those who shovel the grain toward the 
mouth of the elevator or work in the bins 
aré most exposed and are peculiarly Hable 
to consumption, chronic bronchitis and em- 
phesema. 

When it becomes evident to a workman 
in mill or elevator that he is inhaling much 
dust, he ghould wear some sort of covering 
or filter for the nose. There are vartous 
respirators offered for this suUrpose, but a 
clean handkerchief or a few folds of cheese- 
cloth across the nose and mouth while at 
work will be as satisfactory as anything 
else. The respirators soon become clogged 
and interfere with easy breathing, : 

One thing a miller, of all men, must un- 
derstand, is that there is no particular con- 
dition or disease signified by the name 
“catatrh.” Whoever employs the name. be 
he physician or not, has no definite condi- 
tion in. mind The word is crudely applied 
to many nose and throat ailments, and anvy- 
one who imagines himself subject to “ca- 
tarrh” will do well to submit to a thorough 
physical examination by a Physician, in- 
cluding, of course, a visual examination of 
the apparatus of nose and throat by mean: 
of headlight, specylum and throat mirror.

Another link in the proposed concrete 
highway running north and south 
through Fulton county wil) be realized 
by the paving of Peachtree road from 
the city limits to the county line, pro- 
vided the county public works depart- 
ment takes favorable action at its 
meeting next Saturday on the petition 
presented by certain Peachtree road 
Property owners asking the county 
commissioners to use concrete instead 
of asphaltic-concrete heretofore author- 
ized for this work. 

The petition was presented by J. K. 
Ottley and Walter P. Andrews, who 
urged the commissioners that a perma- 
nent pavement be laid, to take care of 
the heavy traffic. The petition was re- 
ferred by the commissioners to the pub- 
lic works committee. 

Dr. W. L. Gilbert, chairman of the 
public works committee, stated Wed- 
nesday that he believed the commit- 
tee would decide at its Saturday meet- 

_ ing to use concrete for this job. 
Concrete Is Favored. 

“Concrete is the correct pavement 
for this job,” said Dr. Gilbert, “and I 
am personally strongly in favor of it. 
I believe it is the pavement best adapt- 
ed to take care of the heavy traffic 
on this road.” 

A concrete highway now being 
constructed between East Point and 
College Park, and with the paving of 
Peachtree road to conform with this 
link, there would then be left only the 
stretch between East Point and Atlanta 
to complete a splendid permanent high- 
way from one end of the county to the 
other. 

The problem of -paving Peachtree 
road has been before the county com- 
missioners for several months. It had 
been decided to lay an asphaltic-con- 
crete Davement, but it has been pointed

ithe next day or two. 

After these men have been 
of the adjutant general will 
a call for the negroes who failed to 
report to their local boards to report 
to the adjutant general.

Hach camp will contain approximate- 
ly 440 men and soldiers will receive the 
pay and allowance of their grade while 
in trainine, while collewe students will 
be required to enlist for the duration 
of the war and serve out their enlist- 
ments if they do not obtain commis- 
sions. They will receive the pay and 
allowances of first-class privates while 
under instruction, 

These schools are primarily for the 
training of Jine officers. The quarter- 
master general, chief of ordinance, 
chief of coast artillery, chief signal 
officer and chief of engineers have been 
authorized to organize such schools for 
special training as may be necessary.

Here’s a howdedo! 

The great Schalk, heralded as the 
best of all the catchers in the American 
league, leads the Giant catching staff 
in strength, computed on their value 
in the coming world’s series, by only 51 
points. 


While Schalk, by his superiority over 
the best the Giants can offer in the 
catching line, recovers much of the 
eens lost through the comparative 
igures of the regulars, his lead is not 
nearly so much as one would be led to 
suspect. His weakness as a (ibatter, as 
compared. with the extraordinary bat- 
ting value (for catchers) of Rariden 
and McCarty, causes his superiority in 
the defensive part of the game to be 
almost overshadowed. J 

The comparative figures of the catch- 
ers, added to those already compiled, 
shows the strength of the two teams is 
s0 even that the final decision rests 
with the pitchers. 

Schalf undoubtedly is the best of the 
catchers in either -league and the most 
valuable man to his team of any indi- 
vidual on either of the teams. With 
Schalk out, through accident or any 
other mishap, and the odds against the 
White Sox would be double. 

We White Sox fans, who are rooting 
and hoping that Comiskey’s hope of a 
decade or more come’ true and that he 
can bring another world’s champion- 
ship to hicago, need not fool our- 
selves. 

Schalk Invaluable. 

The truth is that the White Sox man- 
agement is putting too many eggs into 
one basket. This is true: As certain as 
Schalk is put out of the series by any 
mishap, the White Sox’s hopes are 
dimmed almost to the point of ex- 
tinction. Schalk’s value to the White 
Sox scarcely can be computed in fig- 
ures. We know his strength as a bat- 
ter, as a backstop, and as an active aid 
to the pitchers, but:he has a further 
value which cannot be discovered, nor 
can it De set down in cold dope. 

This little man has a most extraor- 
dinary psychological effect upon every 
member of his team. I do not, in saying 
this, want to belittle Lynn or Jenkins. 
They gare capable men, and perhaps 
good catchers, Lynn is exceptionally 
promising and has served well. But 
Schalk is a sort of good-luck sign to 
the White Sox. He is the pepper pot of 
the team, the man whose personality 
and hustling, whose ginger and fire, 
seem to spur every other man on the 
team to greater efforts. He inspires 
confidence in others, and, not only do 
the pitchers work better when he is 
there, but the infielders and outfielders 
work harder. He is an inspiration, even 
One can see the 
evidence of loss of hope, almost, when 
he is not catching, and can see the in- 
stant revival of spirits when he gets 
back into action. 

To hinge the result of an entire se- 
ries upon one man—and the most ex- 
osed to injury of them all—is risky 
usiness, and should show the fans 
the peril of wagering on the outcome 
of such a series. 

Except in case of injury, Schalk will 
catch all the White Sox Games, so the

| McCarty and Rariden. 


Schalk is a better backstop, a better 
thrower, a better general, and works 
better with his pitchers, than either of 
these men. Both of them can outhit him 
by many points, and, were it not for 
the fact that his nerve and determina- 
tion make him one of the best pinch 
hitters among the Sox, New York’s 
lead in the batting part of the dope 
would be much larger. Once on first 
base, Schalk is much the best of the 
three men. He runs the bases ex- 
traordinarily well for a catcher, and 
is resourceful and clever in getting 
around the bags. Neither of his op- 
ponents is worth half a hoot in this 
respect, and, when they have pounded 
their ways to first, they are stoughten 
bottles, unless someone hits a two-

I am surprised to find, in studying 
the New York pitchers against the 
White Sox, and the White Sox pitchers 
against the Giants, that the Giant 
pitchers do not figure to stop the at- 
tacks of the Chicagoans to as great an 
extent as one would have believed. 
Schupp and Sallee will slow up the at- 
tack of the Sox, because some of the 
best hitters on Rowland’s team will be 
almost helpless, but the cunning con- 
struction of the team is rset, A by 
the fact that pitching that stops one 
squad of batters strengthens another 
bunch. 

I have figured Cicotte, Faber, Rus- 
sell and Danforth for the Sox’s first 
flight, and Schupp, Sallee, Perritt and 
Anderson for the Giants. Understand, 
I present these figures, not as final, 
but with the right to amend the dope 
in the final article of this’ series, in 
case I discover that either manager 
Plans a change, or that the condition 
of the pitchers: is not as I now sup- 
pose. I am figuring them on close to 
their top worth now, as they should 
be, since they have had an extraor- 
dinary time for preparation for the 
coming contests, and have been nursed 
and prepared for it. 

Let us see how the rival first squads 
compare. On the latest semi-official 
averages (compared with my own) the 
National league batsmen have aver- 
aged one and ninety-one one-hun- 
dredths of a run per game off the four 
Giant pitchers. The American league 
batters have averaged one and ninety- 
two one-hundredths runs per game off 
the four... Calculating (as you must) 
the difference in the batting strength 
of the seven other National league 
clubs, you will find that the White Sox 
quartet leads by a comfortable margin, 
the batting strength of those seven 
Nationals being a ‘trifle more than 8 
per cent less than that of the other 
American league clubs. 


Russell Most Dangerous, 


In the attack, both. duartets are 
weak. Russell really is the only dan- 
gerous hitter of the*entire eight, al- 
though Cicotte is dangerous in a pinch 
and can do things with his bat. He is 
a smart and cunning ball player out- 
side his pitching. 

Figuring individual pitchers on their 
actual value in the series means that 
you must calculate Cicotte’s value in 
three games, Faber’s in two, Russell's 
and Danforth’s in two. That increases 
Chicago's value, because Cicotte is the 
strongest man of the three ‘regulars.” 
Figuring Schupp the same way adds 
somewhat to the Giant defensive 
strength. 

Do not figure because the statistics 
thus far show one team or the other 
stronger that-.it follows they will win. 
It may be that the great strength may 
be largely wasted in one game, or so 
much scattered that it does not apply 
well.

[Recent Heavy Rains 
Delay Cotton Picking 
In Southeast Belt 


Washington, October 3.—Heavy rains 
delayed cotton picking in the south- 
eastern belt, but the weather was fa- 
vorable to the crop in other sections, 
according to the weekly cotton report 
issued today. The damage by the trop- 
ical storm was confined to a small area 
in western Florida, southwestern Geor- 
gia, southern Alabama and Mississippi. 
The picking of cotton is about com- 
pleted in exas. The bulletin says: 

“The rainfall was mostly light to moder- 
ate in Oklahoma, northern Texas and north- 
western Arkansas, while elsewhere west of 
the nee Ss as well as in north- 
aes o wee! rainfall 

ere was littie or no : 

Prom eastern Mississippi eastward, how- 
ever, heavy rain fell in nearly ail districts 
In the southern half of Alabama more than 
one-third of the reporting stations recorded 
7 inches or more. In Georgia aimost one- 
third of the stations had over 4 inches, the 
amounts being je@s in the north and south. 

“The eastern pert of the Carolinas had 
very heavy rains, except very close to the 
ocast, where it was moderate. In Fiorida 
the rainfall was irregular, but generally 
heavy. ‘ 

“The temperature averaged from 2 de- 
grees to over 6 degrees a day below the 
normal Jn nearly all the cotton districts 
from central Oklahoma and eastern Texas 
eastward. 

The weather conditions were fayorabi6 
for picking cotton in Louisiana, Texas and 
Oklahoma, and this work progressed rapid- 
ly. In the central and eastern part of the 
cotton district, however, the rainy weather 
delayed picking and low temperatures, in- 
sufficient sunshine and heavy rains pre 
duced conditions unfavorable for the de- 
velopment of the crop. 

“The damage by wind to cotton in 
nection with the tropical storm was con- 
fined to a comperatively small area ina 
western Florida, southwestern Georgia,
